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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior arts teach the memory structure having at least one reference cell and 
a reference voltage generation circuit in which there exists a first reference sense 
circuits or amplifier connected to such reference cell. However, the prior arts fail to 
teach or fairly suggest that there are a plurality of such first reference circuits and there 
are a plurality of second sense circuits each for receiving an output from a 
corresponding one of the plurality of first sense circuits, the plurality of second sense 
circuits each having a load circuit, an N-channel transistor, a plurality of input ends and 
a plurality of output ends.
